Assistant State Auditor G. B. Li; 
kens took the matter up with Assist- 
ant Attorney General Mcrris to ascer- 
tain when the Mmalty geea on the 
sheriffs. 

The law was passed at the instance 
of Senator Claude Thomas at the re- 
cent session. It gives the sheriff thir- 
ty days longer than heretofore to make 
final settlement, and defers the 6 per 
cent, penally on him for that length of 
time. Under the old Jaw requqiring 
settlement the first of December 
sufficient money was brought in to the 
eachers belore Gbritsmas. This year 
they cannot get their money antil early 
in January.

Storekeeper Who Trusts "Gentlemen 
of the Road" Declares They 
Pay Debts Promptly. 

In the north part of New York there 
is a postmaster, who is also owner of 
a small general store, who has ideas 
about the tramp that are different 
from the ideas entertained by the av- 
erage citizen.

.Troublesome Moose of Maine. 
Hancock county, which Is hi sonth- 

eastern Maine, is suffering a plasue 
of moose and up around the head- 
waters of Union river and in the re- 
gion of Saponic and Nickalous lakes 
the people who stay on farms the year 
around, arie calling for help. 

Last summer the animals did seri- 
ous injury to farm crops. This winter, 
it appears, they have yarded in and 
fed upon varieties of slash that seem- 
ed to be the honest pioneer's last re- 
source. One farmer writes the' state 
commissioners of inland fisheries and 
game to the effect that several years 
ago he bought a tract of 200 acres of 
wild land with the intent to go over 
it annually and cat oot bCOi^ poles. 
He did that once. 

Then, as he expresses it, about the 
time that thousands of sprouts came 
up "the moose came in," destroyed 
the sprouts "and continue annually to 
destroy at least |200. of p(^es besides 
the growth." And this man and his 
neighbors have no redress short of the 
ultimate gun, since, though a state 
law provides reimbursement for crop 
damages inflicted by deer, inoose do 
not figure in this way in any itatlite*

A mechanism has been attached to 
the time-clock at the liambms obser- 
vatory by which the exact oflic::.! time 
is transmitted to the telephone sys- 
tem ot the cHy. Vfom 4he fifty-fifth 
to sixtieth second of each minute the 
apparatus transmits a musical signal, 
which is followed by a phonographic 
announcement of the exact minute.

Any telephone sub- 
scriber who wishes to get the exact 
time has only to ask for the time con- 
nection at his exchange and to listen 
for the phonograi^ie - aaaowemnent.
